Lasem 

Lasem is a well-known story set in Medieval Java; it is part of the Legong dance repertoire. 
This highly-refined courtly piece is generally gracious and delicate, though occasional 
faster and louder sections add contrast and excitement. An unusual feature in this five-tone 
piece is the passing use of a sixth tone which gives a fleeting change in tonality. 


Bebarongan 

This lively cyclical music is part of the famous Barong dance-drama, which is performed in 
Balinese villages for ritual as well as entertainment purposes. Listen out for the rhythmic 
interlocking ornamental parts (kotekan) which are so characteristic of Balinese gamelan. 


Legod Bawa 
Tonight's version of this traditional piece has been collectively arranged by members of the 
group, much like the compositional process in Bali. 


Bapang Sisir 

Bapang Sisir is a traditional piece with three contrasting sections: kawitan, pengawak and 
pengecet (fast, slow, fast). The beautiful sound of the Balinese flute (suling) can be heard in 
this piece, particularly in the slow middle section. 


The Gamelan being played on tonight is a Semar Pegulingan from the island of Bali. It is 
considered to be a refined and delicate ensemble which, in feudal times, was played to 
entertain wealthy Balinese royalty in their palaces. This particular set of instruments was 
made in 1993, and it belongs to the University of Toronto.

Miyake 
(traditional—arranged and performed by Samantha Hirst, Darren Jahn, Leela Khurana & 
Adine Mintz) 
Miyake Island is one of the seven volcanic islands of Izu south of Tokyo. In this festival 
piece, the drums are set low to the ground requiring an unusual and strenuous stance from 
the drummers. This piece features improvised solos and a martial arts-like drumming 
technique. 


Futten 
Composed by Yoshikazu Fujimoto of the Kodo drummers, this song is based on the 
traditional, improvised style of drumming found in the Mikuni area, Fukui Prefecture. 


Ogi Matsuri Daiko 
Ogi is a small port town located on the southern part of Sado Island in Niigata Prefecture. 
The local villagers play this piece throughout Ogi in a festival (matsuri) held every August. 


Zoku 
This piece was composed by the Kodo drummers’ former music director Leonard Eto. 


“*Zoku’ can mean tribe, clan or family. The tribe in this case is the people beating the 
drums. As you hear the rhythms, your body will start to move on its own. In the same way, 
perhaps there is a primal stirring within the subconscious.’—Leonard Eto

Brekete 
Processional religious dance for the Ewe people from the southeastern part of Ghana. 


Fume Fume 
A dance of creativity by Master Drummer Mustefer Tette Addy. 


Atsiagbekor 
A warriors’ dance originating from Dahomey, now Benin, under the Great King Kundo. 
Performed by the Ewe people, it portrays the movement of the warriors. 


Kpanlogo 
A recreational dance of the Ga people. Often played at weddings, funerals and social 
gatherings. It uses carved drums with large pegs. 


Gahu 


A social dance originally from Nigeria, where it is called Kokosawa. Renamed Gahu by 
the Ewe people, it means expensive or money dance because of the rich costumes.
